‘which the Union has left a beneficent mark. It is ‘certain that the 
ten years during which this body has existed, have, as a result, been 
years fraught with blessing to the Community; and the Community 
owes a big debt of. gratitude to many good and zealous and able 
Jewesses who have piloted the Union across the sea of social 
difficulties through which its course has been steered. - , 
Co-operation. 
THE tendency. is now. apparently~ towards co-operation with other 
bodies concerned with the welfare of women and children, and it 
would seem that a Conference is to be called upon this point. The idea | 
of co-operation is even taking international shape, and we notice with 
interest that a conference of Jewish women—at which the Union will 
be represented—will be held at the time when the International 
Council of Wamen meets in Rome. The Jewish gathering will 
consider matters affecting the interests of Jewish womanhood, from | 
the international point of view.

THE BLOOD INFAMY IN RUSSIA. 
“PANIC AT ODESSA. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 

The Jews of Odessa are spending anxious days on account of the Blood Libe! 
and the poe agitation which is being carried on in the city. The Mayor 
himself, M. Pelican, has publicly prophesied a pogrom in the event of the con, 
tinuation of the campaign in the local Liberal Press against the Jew baiters. 
During the week the Odessa Keal Russians attacked with impunity the office of a 
Progressive Jewish organ. The motto of our enemies is “‘ Watch your children: in 
view of the approach of Passover.” One Liberal organ appropriately remarked 
that the danger for the children lay not in designs on the part of Jews, but in the 
Real Russian plots to kidnap children with the view to provoking pogroms. The 
comforting feature of the situation is the fact that our opponents know that the 
Liberal deputies are carefully watching the developments.in the city. 

The third anniversary of the murder of Yuschinsky was last week made the 
occasion for the holding of a Real Russian memorial service at Kieff. A va: 
crowd assembled, but owing to their threatening behaviour the police had to 
prohibit speeches. Asa result of the action of the police, the Two Headed Eagic 
attacked the authorities, who took proceedings against the paper and advised tlie 
Governor-General to suspend it and close the organisation bearing its name. 

The Governor of Petrokoft has, from his own purse, compensated a few poor 
Jews whose property had been destroyed during the recent blood libel riots at 


Lodz.

It will be readily recognised that I am using the word “thought” in one 
only, viz., religious thought. Thisis inevitable, as the argument only holds true 
of religious thought. Even in the darkest ages, men did not persecute one anot' rr 


because they held different opinions about the literary sources of Chaucer-or ‘\e. 


virtues of the Restoration drama. There are no records to hand of Jews ¢ 
using that medieval instrument. of punishment—excommunication—upon those o! 
them who held original views on matters unconnected with religious belief. The 
battle always raged round some theological dogma. And it seems one oj the 
economies of a designing Providence that it should have been so. For what \as 
the result of these feuds the reading of which shames and sickens us so sore’ 


Knowledge burst the bonds which would hold it captive and gave itself up to: a 


world that was thirsting to drink itin. The human mind asserted its inalicnable 
right to freedom; and the more its enemies attempted to hold it in check tie 
greater became the impetus of its deadly struggle to be free. The day on wich 
freedom to think was inaugurated is the birthday of modern science and philoso; 
Giordano Bruno was, in the sixteenth century, burnt at, the stake because 
preached the Copernican theory of the universe ; and Galileo, the Italian astrono) jer, 
narrowly escaped the same fate for a similar offence. But the Copernican th: ory 


very soon.after gained universal credence and has never since. been disproved . 


or displaced. Spinoza. incurred the odium of his. generation tor, amore 
other offences,. expressing his unwillingness to interpret the Script 

in the. way which commended itself to. the multitude. But history no 
recognises in him a pioneer of the modern critical study of the Bible—a stucy 
which in spite of certain irlherent drawbacks is coming more and more to prove 
itself indispensable even to the most orthodox believer. What about the here-y- 
hunt of Maimonides? His suspected heterodoxy would, on our modern standarcs, 
rank as unsufferable orthodoxy. But the Jews of his day thought him a dangerous 
character. And yet—and here is the point-—his enquiring spirit, his unquenchalile 
yearning for freedom of research and self-expression won the day for him. It 
would need volumes to tell the immensity and diversity of the: debt which Jews 
and Judaism: owe to him, A Jewish ‘science ’ without Maimonides is unthinkable, 
obsolete as some of his ideas may at the present time be. 

‘* Wisdom is Crying Out.”’ 

It is amazing to think how widely flung open have been the flood-gates of 
this freedom to think in our present age. Fields, hitherto unsuspected and 
untrodden, have been broken into and their hidden contents brought to light for the 
eternal instruction and delectation of us all. The human mind revels in a0 
unrestricted liberty to dig. It digs up, almost daily, veins of the richest ore of 
priceless knowledge. Wisdom is crying out in the streets and no restraint is placed 
upon the seekers of her secret treasures. In the realm of religion and of the Bible 
there isan openness, a fearlessness, a candidness of expressed opinion which 2 
quite undreamt of in an earlier day. A veritable maze of theories on all concei¥” 
able subjects is being poured forth from the press; and the mind reels at t° 
thought of how to make all these learned opinions square with the time-honou'es 
doctrines of religion, how to disentangle truth from the errors and falsities w''' 
which it has become so intimately intertwined. Did anyone ever dare to bring ('° 
teachings of the Bible into close relationship with the histories and doctrines of 


the other old-world nations of importance? To-day this is done with a freedom ° 


which is never called into question—with the resylt that the limits of sanity 
are not infrequently overstepped. A book has lately been produced by a scholar 
entitled ‘What was the original language of the Bible”? After very dubious 
argumentation the author arrives at the even more dubious conclusion 1)! 
the original language of the Old Testament was Aramaic, It was translated }no 
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beaut ful traditionalism, that witchery,; which clusiers round the Tassover ?

He is to bring about a_ spiritual 
revival, and he is to turn the heart of the fathers to the children and th: 
heart of the children to the fathers. ’ What does this mean? Malachi -ie 
deploring the religious estrangement which had grown up between the 
generation of -his day and their. pious. forefathers. Observing - that 
the age in which he lives. regards: the religious observances inherited 
from olden times with ‘contempt, he conceives that the. mission of °a 


religious refotmer would consist in bringing about a_ reconciliation 
between. the spirit of the past’ and the’ spirit of the’ present, 
‘between the heart of the fathers, intent .upon consérving every 


thing that was ancient, and the heart of the children, eager. for everything 
that was new and modern. It was impossible to expect that the 
Temple worship of olden times could be reproduced in all its former glory.

stances had arisen, and they had to be taken into account. So while. 
Malachi appeals:to his contemporaries to manifest a spirit of loyalty to. the 
past, he recognises that the past must also make concessions to the present. 
There-must be mutual toleration if a religious revival is to be brought about, 
if the Jewish State is to be preserved from the blighting curse of indifference.

| A Lesson for our own Times. 
‘We.'too, stand in need of a religious revival. We live in an age when 
men‘withhcld from the Sanctuary the reverence due to it. We 


‘deplore a widéspread—some would say, a growing—disregard of ancien, 


observances. The old, cynical question repeats itself in our day: Cui bono ? 
What profit is there in serving God after the manner of our ancestors ? 
That is one side of the religious problem which confronts us. On the other, 
we see men so wedded to the past that they are altogether out of sympathy 
with the present. They cannot, or they will not, bring themselves to realise 


that each age has its own religious wants which it may wish to satisfy in its 


own way. There has thus sprung up an estrangement between those who 
represent the spirit of the past and those who manifest the spirit of the 
present. The hearts of the fathers are turned from the children, and the 
hearts of the children are turned from the fathers, Such alienation often 
assumes a very tragic aspect,as when Jewish parents are driven by the stress 
of nersecution to exchange the primitive life of some Russian ghetto for the 
civilisation of Western lands, and their children—brought up in an environ. 
ment of modern ideas—find themselves out of sympathy with the religious 


atmosphere of the old-fashioned Jewish home. To effect a reconciliation 


between these conflicting tendencies, to adapt the old to the new and the 
new to the old, that must be the work of every religious reformer, of every 
Jew in whom the Elijah-spirit of zeal still lives. First, the heart of the 
fathers must be turned to the children, It is not always wise to sigh for the 
return of old times. For good or for evil, those times have vanished; they 
can never be recalled. It is not even desirable that they should be brought 
back. Times change, and we change with them. What was suitable for a 
former age may be out of place to-day, Let anyone read a work like 
“Jewish Life in the Middle Ages,” let him compare the conditions uader

which our forefathers lived three or four centuries ago with present-day 
conditions, and then let him ask himself whether it would be possible, or of 
advantage, to retain many of the customs that grew up in times so different 
fo our own.

It must develop with our mental 
growth, and its development must reflect the changes that have been brought 
about in our social and material circumstances. The great ve rities of 
Judaism will always remain the same, but the mode of giving expression to 
them must vary with the temporal and local conditions under which we live.

| Turned to the Fathers. 
A reformation inspired with the Elijah-spirit of religious zeal will seek 
to build up as well as.to pull down. We have to implant in the minds of 
the young a spirit of reasoned attachnient to the past. We have to point 
out to them that Judaism is rich in historical associations of great antiquity. 
We have to lead them to see that such venerable memorials as we possess 
are a source of strength to religion. That Judaism has. this. mmense 
advantage over mere Theism because Theism has no past to appeal to. 
is lacking in the emotional fervour that springs from such a consciousness as 
we Jews enjoy of having preserved a historical continuity extending back 
over vast stretches of time. It is like the difference betweén taking up.ones 
abode in a brand-new house and residing in some venerable ‘mansion every 
rafter of which calls up meniories of illustrious ancestors and tinie-honoured 
deeds. Life in the one kind’ of abode means much more, is: fuller and more 
inspiring, than life in the other. - Now if we could succeed in impressing this 
point of view upon people who are. enthusiastic for everything that is modern, 
and can see nothing to.admire in antiquity, we should correct and enlarge 
their otitlook upon things. At the-same time, we should help to. bring 
together in a.common etfort for the welfare of the conimunity those who are in 
danger.ot becoming estranged from each other.’:The conflict between the old 
and the new ideas is ever in progress. . Theretore every age has its religious 
difhculties, the handling of which calls for the exercise of much forbearance. 
- ‘How we may best reconcile divergent. points of view, combining reverence 
for the past with consideration for the present, preserving ‘the continuity of 
Judaism and helping. forward its development—that is the problem’ which 
confronts us. The old and the new, each is charged with a revelation of the 
Divine will, Let us pay heed to both revelations.’ :

SiR,—-I wonder if you will allow me a little space in which to talk of.a rather 
important point with regard to the production of Braille books? =” ; 
There are many kindly sighted people in this country who make these books 
by hand, and this is.also done at various institutions by blind people, particularly 


at the National Lending Library, so ably managed ‘by Miss Austin. 


But the: work is necessarily extremely slow, and the entire’ production of such . 


books does not supply a fraction of the demand for Braille reading matter; I 
should like by your courtesy to suggest that in future Bra:lle books thus produced 
should. be of a‘special nature and not, as is usually the case at present, books of 
general interest which canso much better be made in large quantities by machinery. 
.. There are many people who cannot, see to read, but have some'special pursuit 
or some special hobby with regard to which+ they require books that, though of 
preat interest to them, are. not'.of. sufficient general interest: to. warrant 
their. production in quantities. want to» establish department here 
the .object of which will be the carrying out ofthis idea, provided that a 
sufticient.demand and. means of supply exist.. I shall be very glad if people who 
are dependent upon Braille for reading will communicate with me, mentioning any 
particular book of a really special nature which they would like, and if kindly folk 
who are prepared to make such books willalso let me hear from them. The rest 
will be easy, and I feel sure that great advantages will result. es : 

I was led to this idea by being told. by our Chairman, Dr. Ranger (who 
possesses, 1 believe, a unique Braille library), that for many years past two ladies 
have devoted much, of their leisure time to making him Braille books on special 
subjects. 


[ hope this letter may perhaps have the result of increasing the number of 
people who engage in the kindly task of making Braille books by hand.. The work 
iS quite simple and quite easily learnt, and-I am sure that much time which is now 
spent on comparatively useless occupations could .be with great  ad\ chai 
employed for this. tag

But in any event, the question of utilising 
to the full the resources arising from the generous gift of the late Baroness de 
Hirsch for. the loan purposes of the Board will not be lost sight of, and although 
this problem may ultimately prove somewhat difficult of solution to our successors, 
I do not think it is likely at present, to give us much trouble. The alteration in 
the regulations .to whiclr I have just referred will, I hope,enable the Industrial. 
Committee to present for this year a more satisfactory report than the one which, 
to their great regret, they have had to send out for last year. _ If there has been in 
the past any question of expense there will be none within reason in the future, as 
resources for the payment of high premiums in skilled trades are now available. 


During the past year the Committee has been handicapped by being deprived for a 


considerable period of the services of its senior officer, whose health is now happily 
quite restored. The figures of the year showing a diminished number of boys 
apprenticed and an increase in the number of cancellations have given the Com- 
mittee considerable anxiety, and I am confident thatif a remedy is possible we can 
rely upon the best efforts being made to find it.

THE PLUMAGE BILL: 

An Appeal to Jewesses. | 

To tHE Epiror.—From Mrs. FLORENCE LEWIS, 90, Broadhurst Gardens, 
Hampstead. 

Srr.—Many who abhor the fashion of wearing feathers and birds for millinery, 


will rejoice that at last Parliament has passed the second reading of the Plumage 


Bill, which, to use Mr. Hobhouse’s words, ‘‘ was designed to protect birds “ hose 
plumage was coveted on account of its beauty and whose numbers’ were in danger 
of being reduced to the vanishing point. It was also designed to protect birds 
from cruel; unnecessary and wanton slaughter.” Surely it is desirable that so 
debasing a fashion should be suppressed, that men and- women should be forced 


to realise how wicked it is to encourage the destruction of these most beautiful and 


‘innocent of God's creatures, in order to satisfy the cravings of a heartless vanity. - 
Of -course all sorts of objections have been raised by the opponents of the 
Bill. It is urged that numbers of girls will be thrown out of work, but will not 
its passing involve a large and instant increase in the demand for more merciful 
methods of hat decoration? For example: will there not be an increased demand 
for artificial flowers? No-one can object to these ornaments. In using them we 
shall be supporting a trade that seeks to imitate beauty, not to destroy it. A 
lady who devotes all! her life to the care and uplifting of her poorer sisters has 
started such anindustry, At the West Central Girls’ Club one may see a band 
of happy industrious workers making these dainty ornaments for hats. Whata con- 
trast to the horrible way in which feathers ‘are obtained! Man, with.a cruelty 
which. should belong only to an age of primitive barbarism, not only shoots the 
mother bird, leaving her young to die of starvation and cold, but often in his 
haste tears the feathers from the living flesh! : | 
In Apua and New Guinea birds of paradise have almost been exterminated, 
and in Australia the lyre bird has been nearly swept off the face of the earth. If 
this much needed Bill is to become the law of the land, the public must show 
that they want it. a 7 
Let us not be lulled into a false sense of security by the large majority which 
voted in favour of its second reading. Many Parliamentary measures get so tar 
but no further, and indeed only those Bills which enjoy a strong public backing 
ever get passed into law. 
In the meantime, however, if we Jewish women only care enough we can help 
to stop this ghastly slaughter in the coming spring by refusing to wear birds and 
feathers, or to deal at shops where these are displayed for sale.

INCREASED JEWISH EMIGRATION TO PALESTINE FROM RUSSIA, 
{FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

A remarkable phenomenon is now witnessed in Russia. Many rich Jews have 
gone to Palestine to spend the Passover holidays there, whilst hundreds of young 
Jews have recently left the country to settle in the Holy Land. The emigratiog 
through Odessa to Palestine hag increased five-fold,’ and now numbers two 
hundred and fifty persons per week. :

SiR,-—-Your correspondent, Mr. Korngold, on the question of race fusion con. 


siders that the fault lies chiefly on the side of the Jew. That is so and for a very 
ood reason too.

Without it he cannot exist. It is his substitute for his vanished frontiers and 


crumbled boundaries. Mr. Korngold thinks race hatred is “ A ghost in which man 

does not believe.” Itis not. It is areal ineradicable instinct planted in man by 

an all-foreseeing Providence. Race individualism is,-in a manner, necessary for 

the progress of cultured thought.
